The  stillbirth  rate  is  higher  than  the  rate  for  England  and 
Wales,  The  total  number  of  stillbirths  was  four.  In  two  cases  the 
mother  was  suffering  from  a  degree  of  toxaemia  of  pregnancy  and  it 
is  considered  that  this  was  probably  the  cause  of  the  prenatal 
deaths.  In  another  case  a  premature  labour  was  followed  by  the 
birth  of  a  macerated  foetus  weighing  31bs.  loz.  The  health  of  the 
mother  throughout  pregnancy  had  been  good.  Ho  factor  to  account 
for  the  stillbirth  was  found  in  the  investigation  carried  out  before 
or  after  the  confinement. 

In  the  fourth  case  a  normal  pregnancy  in  a  healthy  mother 
terminated  in  her  developing  measles  which  was  at  its  height 
during  the  birth  of  the  child  which  was  born  in  a  state  of  pallid

The  work  of  immunisation  of  children  against  whooping  cough 
and  diphtheria  has  been  carried  out  at  Doctors*  surgeries,  the 
Infant  Welfare  Centres  and  at  schools. 

While  the  protection  given  by  the  diphtheria  fraction  is 
very  good,  that  given  by  the  whooping  cough  fraction  is  much 
less  spectacular  although  it  definitely  affords  some  measure 
of  protection  as  evidenced  by  the  milder  nature  of  the 
disease  in  immunised  children.  Parents  are  urged  to  have  their 
children  immunised  when  they  reach  the  age  of  six  months. 


TUBERCULOSIS 


Fouxto.cn  new  cases  of  pulmonary  tuberculosis  have  been 
reported  during  the  year;  six  more  than  last  year;  little 
time  now  elapses  before  the  patients  can  be  admitted  to 
Sanatoria  to  start  their  treatment.

PRIVY  CONVERSION 


Throughout  the  year  a  drive  was  maintained  to  rid  the 
town  of  its  remaining  privies.  Generally  speaking, 
owners  of  property  realised  the  need  for  conversion  and 
carried  out  the  work  on  request.  In  five  cases  Statutory 
Notices  had  to  bo  served.  37  privies  were  converted  to 
water  closets  and  it  is  hoped  that  the  end  of  next  year 
will  find  this  type  of  sanitary  accommodation  a  memory  :

The  work  of  providing  sewers  in  the  village  of  Coates  and 
Eastrea  continues  slowly. 


REFUSE  COLLECTION  AND  DISPOSAL. 


The  work  of  refuse  collection  was  carried  out  fairly 
satisfactorily  during  the  year,  bearing  in  mind  the  fact 
that  our  solitary  vehicle  and  crew  have  to  deal  with 
2400  houses. 

The  town  of  Whittlesey  has  a  weekly  collection,  the  village 
of  Coates  and  Eastrea  a  collection  every  ten  days,  and 
Blackbush,  Pondersbridge,  Eldernell  and  Turves  are  visited 
once  monthly. 

The  disposal  of  refuse  takes  place  at  New  Road,  Whittlesey, 
the  method  being  controlled  tipping.  The  work  was  carried 
out  satisfactorily  during  the  year.

The  main  work  in 
this  department  was  the  issue  of  certificates  of  unsound 
food-stuffs  mostly  blown  and  rusted  cans,  voluntarily 
surrendered  by  shopkeepers.
